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OSHA ANALYSIS FINDS SPECIAL TRADE 
CONTRACTORS EXPERIENCE MORE THAN 
HALF OF ALL CONSTRUCTION FATALITIES 


WASHINGTON -- In analyzing nearly 3,500 construction fatality 
investigations from 1985 to 1989, the U. S. Labor Department's 
Occupational Safety and Health Administration (OSHA) found that 
special trade contractors account for 53 percent of the fatalities. 


"Evaluating trends in construction fatalities over five years 
can help us improve our inspection targeting, fine tune our 
training and information efforts and review problem areas which 
require regulation," said Assistant Secretary of Labor Gerard F. 
Scannell, who heads OSHA. 


"Results from the study can also be used by the construction 
industry to strengthen programs for reducing accidents and 
improving construction safety. 


"Further, our analysis confirms we are _ putting our 
construction inspection resources in the right place. In fiscal 
year 1990 which just ended, we conducted nearly 71 percent of our 
construction inspections in special trades--where our study shows 
the greatest number of fatalities have been occurring," Scannell 
said. 


Special trade contractors include electricai work; masonry; 
plumbing, heating and air conditioning; roofing and sheet metal; 
structural steel erection; wrecking and demolition and excavating, 
among others. Thirty-four percent of the deaths occurred in heavy 
construction and 13 percent in building construction. 


The 77-page analysis shows a general downward trend in 
construction fatality rates over the five calendar years, with a 
marked decline in fatality numbers in OSHA's Region VI (Arkansas, 
Louisiana, New Mexico, Oklahoma and Texas) although rates remain 
highest in this region. 


In analyzing the data, OSHA found that fatalities were spread 
proportionately among: 1) the days of the week, 2) union and 
nonunion sites, 3) age groups, 4) various size companies and 5) 
federal enforcement and state plan states. 


Workers were most likely to die as a result of falls from 
elevation (33 percent), being struck by objects (22 percent), being 
caught in or between heavy construction equipment (18 percent) or 
electrical shock (17 percent). In special trades construction, 
falls accounted for the greatest number of deaths while workers in 
heavy construction were more likely to be caught in or between 
equipment. 
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Of the falls, 40 percent of workers who died fell more than 30 
feet, 25 percent fell 11 to 20 feet and 25 percent fell 21-30 feet. 
Trucks, cranes, gtaders and scrapers were involved in 75 percent of 
"struck by" fatalities. Trenching fatalities occurred most often 
(79 percent) in trenches less than 15 feet deep and frequently (38 
percent) in trenches less than 10 feet deep. Most electric shock 
fatalities (74 percent) were caused by voltages exceeding 480 
volts, and 65 percent involved contact with overhead power lines. 


OSHA regulations require employers to report fatalities within 
48 hours of learning of the death. The agency investigates most 
workplace deaths except those resulting from highway traffic 
accidents or homicides.

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PRODUCER PRICE INDEXES~--OCTOBER 


WASHINGTON -- The Producer Price Index for Finished Goods 
moved up 1.1 percent seasonally adjusted from September to 
October, the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the U.S. Department of 
Labor has reported. The October advance followed increases of 
1.6 and 1.3 percent in September and August. Prices received by 
domestic producers of intermediate goods rose 1.5 percent, the 
third consecutive substantial increase. The Crude Goods Price 
Index climbed 8.7 percent, much more than in September and only a 
little less than August's surge of 9.3 percent. 


Large advances in indexes for energy goods accounted for 
most of the October rises at all three major stages of 
processing. Also, prices for food items turned up broadly after 
September decreases. When food and energy are excluded, finished 
goods showed no change over the month. Intermediate goods rose 
moderately, and crude goods fell considerably. 


Table A. Monthly and annual percent changes in selected 
stage-of-processing price indexes, seasonally adjusted 
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r= revised. Some of the figures shown above and elsewhere in 
this release may differ from those previously reported because 
data for June 1990 have been revised to reflect the availability 


of late reports and corrections by respondents. 
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Before seasonal adjustment, the Producer Price Index for 
Finished Goods moved up 1.7 percent in October to 122.3 
(1982=100). 


From October 1989 to October 1990, the Finished Goods Price 
Index increased 6.4 percent. During the same period, consumer 
food prices rose 4.3 percent, the energy goods index advanced 
33.9 percent, and prices for other kinds of finished goods moved 
up 3.4 percent. The Intermediate Goods Price Index rose 4.9 
percent in the 12 months ended in October 1990, while crude 
material prices were 22.0 percent higher than in the same month a 


year ago. 
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With 80 percent of divorced women in the labor force and 
three out of every four working, they are move likely to be 
employed than any other marital group, according to the U.S.

Single mothers have the highest unemployment rate of all 
mothers, according to the U.S. Labor Department's Women's Bureau. 
At 22.1 percent, their unemployment rate is nearly double that of 
widowed mothers (11.6 percent) and almost five times that of 
married mothers (4.8 percent). Since 1975, however, the labor 
force participation rate of single mothers increased from 41.7 
percent to 51.6 percent in 1988.

Whatever the marital status of the mother, those with older 
children are more likely to be in the workforce than those with 
younger children, especially preschoolers, according to the U.S. 
Labor Department's Women's Bureau. In families maintained by 
women, there are 11.4 million children under age 18. 
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
